CANADA’S EARLY HISTORY. 


“By J. ‘McDougall. 


“The Canadian team visiting 
Australia will be the first repre- 
sentative Canadian’ side that has 
ever played abroad."’—(The “‘Soc- 


‘cer News,” April 26, 1924). 


In. view ofthe -visit.. of _ the 
Canadians to.our shores, the early 
history of the game in Canada is 
of interest, and is on a par with 
the work of the pioneers of the 
game in Australia, and quoting 
facts I am forced to contradict the 
above statement in fairness to 
ourselves and visitors alike. 


In 1875 Soecer was first played 
in America, and unfortunately the 
game did not make much head- 
way in the South, but in 1880 
some Scotchmen (the actual pion- 
eers of Soccer throughout the Em- 
pire), found more encouragement 
in Canada, where their efforts met 
with great success. The Western 
Association of Ontario was formed 
first, and in 1882 had some forty

ciation in Montreal and Ottawa, a 
Toronto Association, the Central 
Association, and the Winnipeg In- 
ter-Collegiate Association, so that 
Soccer in the Dominion was in a 
very flourishing condition. 

The “‘iather of football” in Can- 
ada was the proverbial Scotch- 
man, David Forsyth, a well known 
player in his day. He devoted a 
great amount of time and energy 
to the development of the game 
in the West. It was chiefly owing 
to his efforts that a Canadian team 
visited England in 1888. Al- 
though several] attempts have been 
made to induce a British team to 
tour the Dominion, efforts have so 
far been unsuecessful in securing 
such a visit.

HOW TO PLAY SOCCER. 


Hints and Rules.

In compiling these notes on our 
game, I have closely followed the 
writings of leading players and 
officials in Great Britain, and the 
Referees’. Chart, 1923 edition. 

These, together with my own 
experience and observation of the 
finer points. of the game, will 
I trust prove helpful to our play- 
ers in eonsolidating their team 
work. 

The Value of Conrbination. 

I must impress upon players, 
firstly, the absolute necessity of 
combined team work. This is the 
foundation of our game, and effi- 
ciency can only be obtained by it. 
Individuality has never been 
known to make a great team. Cer- 
tainly a good player should be 
able to defeat an opponent with 
eraitsmanship in footwork, but 
only for constructive purposes— 
don’t overdo it. An attacker who 
is. capable of mixing his methods 
is infinitely more difficult to stop 
than one with only one trick in 
his “knowledge box.” Strive to

Skying the Ball a Great Fault 


A common fault with most o} 
our players is ‘‘skying’’ or bal- 
loonie” the ball, This is caused 
by players not kicking the ball 
correctly. Learn to shoot with 
the instep and not the toe of the 
boot. By using the toe you in- 
variably raise the ball. Also use 
the side of the boot when passing 
the ball; you will find you have 
far more control in placing a bal! 
correctly than with the toe, and 
what is all important you will be 
able to keep the ball on the 
ground.
